The Grand Rapids Police Use Them 
on Street Car Strikers. 


ATTACK ON THE SWEET STREET CABLE 
LINE STATION, 


Some of the Rioters Badly Injured—Ben- 
son Convicted ofthe Murder of Mrs. 
Mettman—The Hunt Lynching—A Jeal- 
ous Husband’s Crime—Foul Assassi- 
nation—Criminal Calendar. 


GRAND Rais, Mich., June 10.-—-The street 
car strike broke out again early this mor ing 
with violence from a crowd of 0 gathered at 
the West street cable station. They assem- 
bled at 3 o’clock and were smashing things 
when a large posse. of -police ar- 
rived. A pitched battle ensued; re- 
volvers were fired and bricks and 
sticks thrown. Detective Joseph W. Smith 
was hit upon the head with a stone and 
severely injured. When the fight assumed 
serious proportions and the mob refused to 
disperse, the police used their clubs and re- 
volvers. They did not shootin the air be- 
yond the first volley. but directly into the 
mob. Itis reported that one of the crowd 
was fatally injured and others wounded. 
Officers arrested thirteen of the rioters. 

The wounded were carried away by friends, 
and their names and condition cannot yet be 
ascettained. The police are hunting for 
them. Many of the rioters had revolvers 
and fired them at tite officers, but none of the 
bullets took effect. 


THE HUNT LYNCHING. 


REPORT OF THE GRAKRD-JURY TO..THE 680- 
PERIOR COURT. 

Watta Wal, Wash., June 0.—The 
Grand-jury empanelled to investigate the 
lynching of A. J. Hunt by the soldiers on 
April % has made a report to the Superior 
Court. The report says in part:

indicted. There is no doubt that 
Col. Compton did not believe his troops

ing of Hunt. But the attack on the Sherif 
and his prisoner, Hunt, on the night before 
the lynching, and open defiance of commis- 
sioned officers supported by the guards, 
should have been sufficient warning to him of 
what might be expected, and that negligence 
existed in not taking ample precaution to 
keep his men under direct control. While 
precaution would have prevented an out- 
rage in justice to Col. Compton, we will state 
that since the liynching he has rend- 
ered the jury all aid within his 
power in our investigation. Weare also of 
the opinion that the Sherif!’ was taken by 
surprise and was not prepared fer defense, 
but, we believe that if the Sherif! had made 
proper resistance a general alarm could have 
been sounded and in all probability the mob 
would have dispersed witbout gaining their 
Objects. We suggest that the Board of 
County Commissioners prepare statements of 
expenses of which the county has incurred 
and will meur, on account of the outrage, 
and present the same asa claim against the 
United States Government. Since the rela- 
tions must continue very much strained be- 
tween the enlisted men at Fort Walla-Walla 
and our citizens, we are of the opinion that 
it would be wise and proper that the troops 
of this fort be exchanged.

STATISTICS OF PETROLEUM PRODUCTION—UNI+ 
VERSAL POSTAL UNION CONGRESS. 

Wasnhineros, D. C., June 0. — The Census 
Office has issued a bulletin on the subject of 
petroleum production, showing that petro- 
leum Was produced in eleven States in 1669, 
namely, Pennsylvania, New York, Ohio, 
West Virginia, Colorado, California, Indiana, 
Kentucky, UlNnois, Kansas and Texas. The 
total production is shown to be 4,520,806 
barrels; valued at $26,554,002. The returns 
show that of the total product of petroleum 
109 891 barrels were disposed of for lubricat - 
ing, 12,480,818 for fuel and 22,379,602 for tllumin- 
ating purposes. Nearly the entire amount 
produced in Oalifornia, Indiana and Ohio 
was used for fuel, while nearly the entire 
amount produced in Colorado, New York, 
Pennsylvania and West Virginia was used 
for ilaminating purposes. 

The production by States was as follows: 
(Barrels of 42 gallons) Pennsy!vania and New 
York (Bradford and Allegheney field being 
one), 21,466,408 barrels; Ohio, 12,71, % West 
Virginia , 356,209; Colorado, 216,476; California,

THE HOUSE LETTER-BOX COMMISSION.

The association 
druggists think the boycotted firms will get 
their supplies through some other party, and 
it auy person is detected alding them to pro- 
cure goods that party will be boycotted 
also, unless he tmmediately desist. 
There are similar boycotts in all 
the cities in the country, the Wholesale 
Druggists’ Association of the United States, 
which includes every large jobber in the

Several times durmg the past 
year Chief Waish has had reports of gambling 
going on at the Allerton House, at the 
National Stock Yards, bat as there was no 
evidence to show that the games were other 
than private draw parties, and as the 
hotel is not In the city limits,no action was 
taken. : 

THE RAID DECIDED TPO. 

Yesterday morning he gained direct in- 
formation that faro was being played nightly 
at the Allerton House and having personal 
knowledge. of the desire of a certain well- 
known st. Louis gambler io start a game 
on the East side he at once surmised 
that thisman had moved his layout across 
the river. The man alluded to had ap- 
proached him several times and endeavored 
to get assurances that the East St. Louis 
police would not go beyond their jurisdiction 
to disturb a game at the Aer 
ton House, but he declined to make 
any promises. To confirm his suspicions his 
men reported to him that the layout in use at 
the Allerton House was an exceptionally fine 
one. The gambler who had previously ap- 
proached him was known to be the owner of | 
paraphernalia of finest make.

The porter was cautions, and asked 
them when they had been in 
the game, as well as who they 
had come with.

The porter was satisfied 
and conducted them to the right room, 
They entered and found that Chief Wat- 
Kins’ suspicion as to the identity of the man 
in charge of the game were correct.

The Man Who Disappeared With $10,000 
Turns Up All Right. 


NO REASON GIVEN FOR HIS STRANGE 
DEPARTURE. 


Thomas G.-Slater Arrested at the Lindell 
Hotel to Answera Charge of Fraud in 
Louisville—Joseph Grebins’ Conduct 
Causes an Application for a Warrant 
Against Him—Police News. 


John.Cameron, the Scotchman who disap- 
peared from his lodging-house, 708 Pine 


street, last Monday with $10,000 on 
his person, has been seen in 
East St. Louis by parties who know 


him and who declare that he is sound and 
well. Mrs. Cameron, his wife, rushed wildly 
into the Four Courts yesterday and said her 
husband had gone away and she feared he 
had been Killed. He came to this country 
only three weeks ago from Scotland and was 
not acquainted. It was learned to-day | 
that Cameron had his trunk taken from 708 
Pine street Monday night and went with the 
wagon to East St. Louis, intending to stop at 
the Morgan House, but when he crossed the 
bridge he went toa boarding-house, which is 
the last house on the south side of 
Fourth street in East St. Louis. 
The driver said he was slightly under the in- 
fluence of liquor at the time and may not 
have known what he was doing. His wife 
met him to-day and all is well onte more. 
None of the money he carried with him is 
missing. 


Stole Mechanical Drawing Instruments. 

George Slingwein, alias Clifford, was ar- 
rested this morning by Detectives Badger 
and Flynn. Laterinthe day a warrant was 
eworn out charging him with burglary in the 
second degree and larceny. Slingwein pos- 
sesses an artistic eye, but for revenue only. 
On the.afternoon of May 80, while everybody 
was absent from the office on account of the 
Decoration Day demonstration, he effected 
an entrance into the establishment of the 
Mid-Continent Manufacturing Co., 16 South 
Commercial street, and stole a set of me- 
chanical drawing instruments, valued at $60. 
The instruments were recovered by the de- 
tectives, having been sold in a second-hand 
store. Slingwein had a confederate in the 
job, butahe man has not yet been appre- 
hended. Slingwein is a notorious character 
who has several times been implicated in 
petit locadlieteals. He confesses his guilt. 


Complaim Against the Owner of a Freak. 


William Fletcher had a peculiar hard 
luck story“ to tell at the Four Courts to-day. 
Fletcher is the proprietor of a lemonade and 
general refreshment stand at Leonard ave- 
nue and Manchester road.

Department, Detectives Viehle and Ziegler of 
headquarters went about 10:80 o’clock this 
morning to the Lindell Hotel, in the corridor 
of which they arrested Thomas G. Slater. The 
prisoner is now in the hold-over at the Four 
Courts. To-nightjhe will be retunred to Louis- 
ville. 

At the capital city of Kentucky requisition 
papers were issued on Monday charging 
Slater with obtaining money under false and 
fraudulent pretenses. It appears, according 
to the statements of the Kentucky officers, 
that several weeks ago Slater purchased a 
quantity of furniture from a Louisville time- 


payment house. He had made but 
two or three payments when he sold 
the property to a second hand dealer 


named Joseph Potok, for $47. Potok made 
affidavit to the fact that Slater had repre- 
sented the goods as free from any incum- 
brance, and on the strength of that state- 
ment, the prosecution was commenced. 

By this time Slater was gone. Through the 
St. Louis department it was learned on last 
Saturday that the man had come to this city 
and was employed by one of the book-makers 
inthe betting-stand at theracetrack. De- 
tectives De Forester and Gorley at 
once secured Kentucky requisition papers, 
which were yesterday honored at Jeffer- 
son City. Detectives Viehle and Ziegler 
then located Slater and the arrest was made 
to-day. Slater is a gambler and takes his 
arrest witha gambler’s coolness. He is 33 
years old,and madea book at the various 
race tracks last season. He makes no expla- 
nation of his conduct in connection with the 
Louisville case. 


Beaten by Her Husband.

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CONFEDERATE DEAD. 


THE BEAUTIFUL STATUE AT FREDER- 
ICKSBURG. VA., UNVEILED TO-DAY. 


The Exercises Imposing and Appropriate 
—Gen. Bradley T. Johnson the Orator of 
the Day— A Large Attendance — The 
Monument. 


FREDERICKSBURG, Va., June 10.—The statue 
to the Confederate dead was unveiled here 
to-day, with imposing and appropriate exer- 
cises, inthe presence of a large concourse 
of spectators. Early in the morning trains 
from the north and south brought in a great 
number of visitors and by noon fully 5,000 
strangers had arrived. In honor of the occa- 
sion the city was elaborately and handsome- 
ly decorated and the day is one of the most 
memorable inthe city’s history. The hos- 

di table capacity of the town was fully taxed, 
but everything passed off pleasantly and 
quietly and nothing tomar the pleasures of 
the occasion occurred. Representatives 
from Pickett Camp, Norfolk; Lee Camp, Rich - 
mond; Ewell Camp, Prince William,and dele- 
gations from Alexandria, Roanoke and Wash- 
ington were also present. The decorations 
the houses consisted of national, State and 
Confederate flags, with bunting in profusion. 
The procession formed on Princess 
Anne street, right resting on Com- 
merce street, and after an hour’s parade pro- 
ceeded to the Confederate cemetery, where 
the statue was unveiled and the graves of the 
Confederate dead decorated. The oration 
was delivered by Gen. Bradley T. Johnson, 
and was an able and eloquent address. 
He pad a glowing tribute to both 
North and South and urged that 
all animosities and bad feelings engendered 
by that terrible sanguinary strife, cease. In 
the South, he said, it was done away with, 
and though they fought for what they be- 
lieved right there could not be found if the 
Union was in danger, any more loyal defend- 
ers than those who wore the . Gen, 
Corse, who commanded the Thirtieth Vir- 
ginia Regiment whichjwent from this city and 
vicinity, was also present and delivered a 
short, but patriotic address. 

THE MONUMENT. 

Atthe conclusion of Gen. Johnson’s ad- 
dress, the veil covering the monument was 
drawn aside by Capt. J. N. Barney, the band 
playing Dirie, and a salute from artillery 
and infantry was fired. The monument was 
erected by the Ladies’ Memorial — 
and the corner - stone laid on June 4, 1874, by 
Fredericksburg Lodge, No. 4, A. F. and A. 
M., and was completed and unveiled on 
Memorial Day, June 9, 1884. It is 18 feet 6 
inches high, of gray granite, with corners of 
red granite, and contains the following in-

THE UTAH LI E. CONFERENCE. 


Sam Small $1,000 Bhort in His Accounts 
—Struggle Against Mormonism. 

OGDEN, Utah, June 0.—The M. R. Confer- 
ence, auditing the accounts of Sam Small in 
connection with the University, report him 
over $1,000 In arrears.
